And 'tis remarkable, that :he Remnant of the Seed of the I}, 
-2mar are fuch' as keep the Commandments of God, with whon 


Here « 
the patience of the Saints : bere are they that keep the Com 
mandments of -God, and the Faith of Feſws. And all this, ani 
much more, there is, without one word of Exception againſt the 
Seventh day. 


Whether the weekly Seventh day Savbath, and no other do, 
was objerv'd by the Lord Feſus Chriſt after bis Incarnation, and tha

Anſw. No Chriſtian man (that I know) has ever pretended 
that the Lord did not keep the Seventh-day Sabbath perfe&ly, 
that he kept the Firſt day, or any other day, as a weekly Sal 
bach ; nor is there any Scripture for ſuch Pretences. 


And, that he kept the Seventh-day Sabbath, I think, is prox: 
by the Scriptures, which in general expreſs his being 4 Lan 
without blemiſh, 1 Pet. 1. 19, which he had not been, if there ho 
been any dete&t in his Obzdience;z nor had his Righteouſpe 
been perte&, it he had not tulfilled all the Law (4 e. all Right 


oulneſs.) 
More particularly it appears, ( beſides his courſe of Educaxi 


under Feſeph and Mary) that he obſerved the Sabbath ; for, upe 
his ſerting. about his Miniſtry, he with Simon, Andrew, Fam: 
and fobn at Capernaum, entered into the Synagogue on the $6 
bath day, and taught, Mark 1.21. & 6. 1,2, on che Sabbt 
. days, Luke 4 31. On the Sabbath day be went inio the Synazy 
Mar. 12. 1, 9, and Fohn 5. 9. The Synagogues ſeem 
SYNaS98UG3 be Houſes lomewhat of che nature ot our Pariſh:Ch 
ches for Prayer, and for weekly reading the Law and Prophe 
and ſanctitying the Sabbath, to which our Lord, when he v 
in the Country did reſort. _— 
And the Sabbath day which Chrift obſerved, was the 
Seventh-day Sabbath, as is agreed by all, and appears plainly 
that. 242. 12, 2nd Fobn 5, bythe Fews Exceptions againſt-Chr

breaking-their Sabbath, as they apprehended, but were miſta- 
5 = it farther appears, that Chriſt conſtantly obſerved 
the Seventh-day Sabbath z for, when he came to Nazareth, where 
he had been brought up, as his cuſtom was, he wentinto the Sy- 
nagogue on the Sabbath day, and ſtood up for to read, Luke 4. 
16, to 21. and then and there preached the Goſpel, and expoun. 
ded the Scriptures : Which ſhews ie was his Cuſtom (i. e.) his 
conſtant Courſe from his Ghildhood at Nazarerb, where he had 
been brought up, to keep the weekly Sabbath days; of which 
Cuſtom I find little ſaid in: fome Books; the Greek Expreition 
for, (as his Cuſtom was) I take to be very full, Thar ic was 
W Chriſt's uſual conſtane Courſe : And as at Nazareth, fo at Caper- 
aum Chriſt taughc chem on the Sabbath days, v.31. And I 
ſhall hereafter ſhew, that what is laid here, Zuke 4. 16, 3r. of 
'hriſt. is afcer the Death, ReſurreRion, and Aſcenſion of hriſt,. 
laid of Paul, that it was Paul's Cuſtom alſo to keep the Sabbath, 
1; 17. 2. ſo that Paul did not alter the Sabbath ; which may- 
alſo {tay the miſtaken Cavils aboue ſome Expreſtions in his Epi- 
les, as if Paul writ one thing and did another ; which Cuſtom 
pf Paul, and other Pelievers who attended the Apoſtles Miniſtry, 
think, was a good Cuſtom in the general, which held from the 
zeginning of the World cill the Aſcenſion of Chriſt, and long af- 
er that (as I hope to ſhew more fully hereafter ) which was 
bore four thouſand years a Cuſtom, which one long day in Fo- 
bua's, and another in Hezekia/'s time, or the variety of thetime 
f che Sun's ſetting in different Climates does no way diſturb, for 
nat a day longer or ſhorter than another by ſome hours, is ſti 
day, and bur a day, and ſo could not alter or dilorder thenum- 
er of ſeven days to a week, and ſo did not alter theſeventh day, 
ut would puzzle thoſe to anſwer, who make the Objeion 
gainſt themſelves, who finding the plainneſs of the Command.- 
ent againſt them, have now invented (inſtead of the Seventh 
yy commanded) a new ſeventh part of time, (which (ſeventh part- 
{ time, from the Creation to this day) by thole two long days, 
utterly 1mpoſlible to be aſcertain'd; but however is.a meer Fan- 
y, there being no other Command,. bat for, the. Seventh-day, 
mich Chriſt, and afterward Paul, uſually obſerved: Soas Ll may 
y, this was a long, undeniable, and uninterrupted Cuſtom, time 
ut of Mind ; though 'tis true, the Sabbath had been- ſomewhat 
rophaned in Nehemiah's time, and by him reformed ;z-which 
ore confirms the Cuſtom (whereof,more afterwards.) -. - 
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- And I ehink alt the Advacawss for the ptr, hv 25. as aft 
- the Reformed Chriſtians in the World,do agree,thatChrilt has fi. 
filled alt Righteouſneſs, and that he pertealy kepr the Ten Com. 
mands, whereof the Fourth was and is certainly one, and the 
Seventh day certainly part thereof, and that every true Believer 
has a part in Chriſt's perfe& Obedience, and conſequently in his 
perfe&t keeping of the Seventh-day Sabbath. Which I think 
ſufficient for proving this point, that the Seventh-day Sabbath, 
and noother, was conſtantly obſerved by him.

.ech by fiſhed, or accompliſhed, that he had finiſhed, or was then 
ready by his Death to finiſh all that he was to do and ſuffer in 
this World, to reconcile Believers to his Father, and all that ws 
foretold of kim by the Prophets, there is little doubt ( by thok 
who dream not of Purgatories) ; and that Man's Redemprion, 
and all the typical Ceremonies of the Law, were now fulfilled 
and ended in Him, whom they prefigured ; where Chriſt = 
keth: of chat which then preſently ſhould be, and in the yieldin 
up of his Spirit was accomplithed ; alrhough, it may be, fome k 
the Types of Redemption were perte&ed when Chriſt aſcended 
' anto the Holy of Holies; as, the Aaronical and Levitical Prieſt 
hood, Heb. 8.4, 5. which having litcle relatton that I know to the 
Sabbath, I precermit. | 
That Chriſt reſted in Heaven, appears by his giving up the Sp- 
rit into the Hands of his Father, Fobn 19. 29. and when the peni- 
tent Evi-doer upon the Crols prayed unto him, Lord, remembe 
me win thou comeſt mio thy Kingdom ; Feſus ſaid unto him, Verih 
fay wnto thee, to day ſhalt thow be with me in Paradice, Luke 2% 
42, 43. And it will not be denied, that this Sinner, repentinga 
tne latt hour, and believing in Chriſt as his Saviour, whom. he a 
Kknowledged as Lord, and to whom he prays, (which alſq prove 
ihe Deny ot Chiiſt) intended by Chrift's Kingdom, his Kingdon

As alſo, by the Chief Prieſts ſaying to Pilate, Sir, we remember 
that be (viz. Chriſt) ſaid whilſt be was yet alive, After three 'days 
I will riſe again. Command then that the Sepulchre be made \ſure un- 
til the third day, left bus Diſciples come by night and ſteal \bimt\ away, 
and ſay to the people, He us "ifen from the dead. Whereupon by. Pilate's 
order they went, and made the Sepulcbre ſure, ſealing the Stone, and ſet- 
ring @ Watch, Mat. 27. 59,to66. All which Caution and Jealou- 
fie of Chriſt's then Enemies did the more certainly eſtabliſh the 
truth of his reſting in the Grave, and his Reſurre&ion which 
followed; and took away all pretences of aſcribing ic toany other 
Power than his own, which, was and is mighty, che Enemies 
themſelves (againſt their Intentions) being by this means made 
Witneſſes thereof; which Reſt of our Lord was no way diſtar- 
bed by. the Triumph of Satan and the then unbelieving Hebrews, 
nor by the DejeRion and Sadneſs. of ſome of his Diſciples.) And 
his Body reſting in the Grave, appears alſo by his' Refurre&ion, 
atteſted by Angels, Met. 28. 2, 3,5. ark: 16. 5. Lake 24. 4. 

And, that He took particular care for the obſervation of the 
Sabbath afcer his death, appears by Mar. 24. 20.. which flighe 
there mentioned was not till Thirty Eight years, at leaſt, after his

54, 55, 56, and rbe for 
day of the week they came early to-the Sepulcbre, Luks 24. xr. Which 
one Inſtance being of a Matter of Fac, ' witneſſed by the Holy 
Spicit in this Scripture, co be done afterthe Death of Chrift, and 
to be done inobedience to the Fourth Command, by theſe belie. 
ving Women, who it ſeems were many, Mark 15.40, 4I, 47. and 
Luke 24. 10. is a Proof, thatall the Ten Commands were in 
after. the-Death of Chriſt, and after his being in Poaredice (3. e. in 
Heaven) and that his Commands were ftilt a ſtanding Rule for 
allco: walk by; and in particular, that the Fourth Coinmand, for 
keeping holy the Seventh day, and reſting upon tt, was nu, way 
aboliſhed or akered by Chriſt, in his Life, or by his Death, who 
was now dead and buried, and yet che Seventh-day Sabbath ob.

bur becauſe it was the Sabbath day. And yer in'this alſo T may 
not be poſitive, becauſe it is not poſitively wricten when ir was, 
otherwiſe than (as above) char Chrift and his Diſciples were then 
afſembled, and Chriſt preached, and that Monnratn was bar a 
Sabbarh days Journey from Feraſalem, As x. 12, which was as 
great a length of way, by the Law of Exod. 16, 29, and Foſb. 
3. 4, as was commonly chought by the Hebrews, they might tra- 
vel upon a Sabbath day, which is held by divers ro be about two 
miles, for which Iknow 'no certain'Scripture. © Some ſay Moune 
Oliver was but about a mile from Feraſalem ; bur, be the Sabbath- 
days Journey more or leſs, 'tis recorded here to be but a Sabbath- 
days Journey from Feruſalem ; and if this was the Sabbarh day, it 
may be thus expreffed to anſwer an Obpgion , As if our Lord, 
by this Walk, and his Diſciples by accompanying him, -and” by 
their return to Fernſalem, had after his death' broken the Sabbath; 
for, we'find the Fews, daring his life, warchitig bim and his Di- 
[ciples for ſome Pretence to charge tint and them with'breaking * 
the Sabbath ; as'we'find' Aer. 12. T, 2. Mark 2. 24. Luke 6. 2. 
And {o'thighe-alfo be at the fante wrangling and objeaing-work 
upon his Aſcenſion. 
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But however that were (for the main point, which is the Sah. 
bath, does dot depend thereon) ic is undeniably certain, that af- 
ter the Aſcenſion of the Lord Jeſus into Heaven, As 1. 9, and 
after the giving the Holy Spirit, A#s 2. 1, 2, 3, 4, Barnabas and 
Paul (who were (ent forth by the Holy Spirit) A&#s 13. 4, and 
their Company, went into the Synagogue on the Sabbath day, 
and after the reading of the Law and the Prophets (which were 
then read every Sabbath day, 4#s 13. 27.) upon the deſire of 
the Rulers of the Synagogue of the Fews, Paul ſtands up , and 
preaches Chriſt at large, A&#s 13. 13, to 41. and when the Fews 
were gone out of the Synagogue, the Gentzles beſoughe that theſe 
words might be preached to them (not the next morning, upon 
the Firſt day of the week, but) the next Sabbath. This Autho=- 
rity in A&s 13. 14, 42, 44 is full, where;both the Fews and Gen- 
tiles hear the Word upon the Sabbath day, which no man can 
deny (and is granted by all.) to be the Seventh-day Sabbath, 
Aﬀs 13.42. And the next Sabbath day came together- almoſt the 
whole City to bear the Word of God, As 13. 44 So. that Barnabas 
and Paul and his Company, and the Fews and Gentiles at Antioch, 
obſerved the Seventh-day Sabbath, after the Refurre&ion and 
Alſcenſiou of Guriſt, and Paul preached Forgiveneſs of Sin, and 
Juſtification of all Believers by Chriſt, to the Fews, and (upon the 
particular requeſt of the Gentzles) ro the Gewtiles allo, not upon the 
_ Firſtday of the week, which had been more grateful to the Gen- 
tiles, (who generally dedicated che Firſt day to the adoration of 
the Sun,whence we {till corruptly call it Sunday,whereof more after- 
wards)if thathad been grateful co the Apoſtles, but upon the ſeventh- 
day Sabbath, whereupon the Fews contradifF and blaſpheme, As 
I3. 45, but many Gentiles believed, A#s 13: 47, 48. lo that here 
were, alſo many converted to Chriſt upon che ſeventh-day Sab- 
bath, and this in a time after the Holy Spirit was promiſed to 
come, and promiſed to guide the Apoſtles inte all Truth, Fob 
16. 7, 13, and afcer that Promiſe performed in the aQual giving 
of the Holy Spirit, A&s 2. 4, which raught thews all things, 1 Fobn 
2. 27, by which Holy Spirit Barnabas and Saul were (ent forth, 
and which Holy Spirt (as I humbly chink) plainly led theme to 
this Work, and into this Truth, and thu affirmed by the Holy Spi- 
rit is the Word of Truth, (as the Word is called, Fobn 17. 17.)-and” 
this after Chriſt's Reſurreion and Aſcenſion ; and all this, as it 
ſeems to me, a plain Matter of Fat, affirmed by the Holy Spi- 
ri. 
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rit in the Scriptures, with which Holy Spirit the Apoſtles were 
now filled, A#s 2.4 & 4 31. & 6.3, 5: & 7.55. & 8.17. 
& x0. 44 & 11. 3, & 13. 52, and which ſent them forth, 
A813. 2, 4, 9» Which Teſtimony of the Holy Spirit, (and the 
Writeror Writers of this Book of the As) that the Seventh day- 
was ſtill the Sabbath day, by whoſe Inſpiration this Book (as the 
other Scriptures, 2 Tim. 3. 16, whereunto give heed, x Per. x. 19) 
was undeniably written, I inſiſt upon, as that which no man 
ought to deny : And for any to pretend, that Barnabas and Paul 
did herein Judaize, and only humour Go —_ tor a ſeaſon, 1 take 
it to be a meer groundleſs Surmize, (to ſay no worſe of it) with- 
out any word from the Scriptures for ſuch Conceit. 

But this is not all ; the ſame yy Spirit doth further witneſs, 
that Paul did not only keep the feventh-day Sabbath once oc 
twice, or now and chen afcer Chriſt's death, but continually ; 
for, at Theſſslonica, (where was a Synagogue of the Few:) Paul, as 
his Manner was, went in unto them, and three Sabbath days rea- 
ſoned with them, A&s 17. 2, 3. (or,. preached to them being the 
ſame Greek word wich that much (as I think) diſtorted place, 
A#s 20. 7, where the ſame word is rendered preached to them.) 
It was Pau?s conſtant Uſe, Manner, and Cuſtom to preach Chriſt 
upon the ſevench-day Sabbath: And this alſo is a Matter of Fat 
which no Chriſtian man can deny ; and *tis remarkable, that we 
have the ſame certain Evidence that ict was the Cuſtom of Paw, 
Afs 17.2. (and this alſo after Chriſt's ReſurreRtion and Aſcen- 
lion, as before) that we have of Chriſt's keeping the Sabbath, 
Luke 4. 16, there being in thoſe two Scriptures the like Greek 
Phrale for both ; and he that denies Paul ( in his meaſure) his 
Icontinual keeping of the Sabbath after the ReſurreRion and Aſcen: 
ſion of Chriſt, and after his being declared the Son of God with 
rower, and afrer the ſolemn giving of the Holy Spirit, and, the 

hole Work of Man's Redemption by Chriſt, abſolutely finiſhed, 
uſt deny this expreſs Scripture, (which is hard for any Chriſtian 
eliberately to do) and may with like reaſon deny almoſt any 
hing for which we have full Authority from the Word. 

That a very contrary Cuſtom was afterwards introduced into 
nany Churches, I think, we may ſay is evident, a Cuſtom of ob- 
*rving another day, viz. the Firſt day inſtead of; the Seventh 
ay, which has been (2s it is) maintained with great Authority, 
nd doth prove a Plant impoflible for Man to pluck up, withour 
lull Teſtimony of the Word and Holy Spirit, eſpecially being

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lupported, as it is, by ſuch mighty 'rhen, dead end alive, as ha 
written for it, who are Ks only by a. few' weak pero 
'Tis plain, that Paw! preached in the- Synagogue every: Sabbath 
(+ e. every ſeventh-day Sabbath ; for all Wricers agree, that the 
Sabbath which the Fews obſerved was the ſeventh day) and thy 
he perſwaded Few: and Gentiles : So that we have here Scripture 
Inftances of Miniſters, and of Believers in Chriſt after his Refs 
re&ion and Aſcenſion, and after the pouring out the Holy Spirix, 
by deliberate choice keeping the ſeventh-day Sabbath, in the Sy. 
nagogue or Church, where they came together . for their publich 
Worſhip, and the Miniſters there preaching Chrif to Fews and 
Gentiles : And, who can yrs png think, that the Holy In 
rit miſnamed the Sabbath, and calls che Seventh day the 


bath, if it were — the Firſt day ? | 
And, if I had o no more (than thoſe few Lines in an 


ſwer to the Tenth Queſtion) in my weak Judgment, this were 
ſufficient co anſwer all thac I know is wricten for -the. Firſt day 
and 1 have read much abou it, and this conſiſting of Matters 
FaR, has no need of being argued ; ſearch the Scriptures, as the 
Bereans 'did .

'was Gur Nine of the Clock) As 2. 3,4,115. And Peter's Vi- 
ſion was about the ſixth hour, A#s 10.9, (which was about our 
Noon.) . And Peter and John went into the Temple at the ninth hour, 
the bour of Prayer, As 3.1, for the Hebrews accounted the 
ewelve hours of the day thus ; our fix of the Clock in the Morn- 
ing was their firſt, our ninth their third hour of the day, our 
twelve of the Clock at Noon their ſixth hour, oar three of the 
Clock in the Afternoon their ninth hour, our ſix of the Clock 
at Evening their ewelfth hour (as Scholars know) ; ſo that their 
ſixth hour was Noon, and Perer's Viſion was about Noon. And 
* Cornelins was praying about the ninth hour, As to. 30» But whe- 
ther that of David, or Danze, or Cornelius, or this of Peter and 
febn, were upon the Sabbath, (being not dice&ly written that 
I know) I cannot cell : And although we have ſo much of our 
LORD's conſtant keeping of the Sabbath, (as his manngy; was) 
and of Pas!'s keeping the Sabbath (as his manner was) yet Ido 
not remember any Inftance of their publick congregating or 


preaching above once upon that day. But this alſo I ſubmit-er- 
ticely to the Word, and to faither Enquiry.

{ulanus, where he profeſledly writes of che Faſt upon the Sab- 
bath, and plainly ſhews, rbat faft ing upon the Sabbath day was pecu- 
liar to Rome, and @ few Weſtern Churches. And if any ask why 
I cranſcribe Authorities to prove, that for ſo many hundred years 
after-Chriſt, ſome Dined and ſome Faſted upon the Sabbath 
day, | 
, I anſ{wer, 'to ſhew that all the Chriitians in. the World did 
agree which was the Sabbath day, and which the Firſt day 'of 
the week, and that they all agreed to call the Seventh day of 
the week the Sabbath day ; which fome few now pretend to. 
doubt. 

2. To ſhew whence the Alteration was from keeping the 
Sabbath day as a Feſtival,” and turning it into a Faſt. 

| 3. To ſhew, that this Practice, by the Church of Rome, and 
fome Weſtern Churches, was not followed: by the Eafern Chur- 
ches, nor by the far greater part of the Chriſtian World for Five 
hundred years after Chriſt ; nor is ir (as I think)-by ſome- Chri- 
ſtian. Charches to this day, as I ſhall ſhew afterwards. 

Now, that publick Faſting-days (as this was) were kept holy 
to God, as well as Feſtivals, is known to all Chriftians, who. 
upon- publick Faſting days (where they have liberty) do aſſemble: 
for the Worſhip of Gad in Chriſt. 

When Chriſtians do agree upon a day / to aſſemble, for the: 
Publick Worſhip of God in Chriſt, there does appear no great 
difference, whether they Feaſt or Faſt upon that day, only here 
ſcems to be the art of it : The Popes of Rome were. about to: 
change the Sabbath, and, it ſeems, devis'd (amongſt others) this 
medium for one, Lo turn the: Sabbath into a Faft before Eafter ; 
and this was under a ſpecious pretence, as, for the Honour of 
Chriſt, and in memory of his Paſſion, as the Firſt day. was: in: 
memory of his Reſurreion ;-and therefore they ficſt contended: 
much about obſerving Eaſter upon the Firſt day. of the: week, 
which was to be a yearly Feſtival, (whereof more hereafter) 
and the-Sabbath before Eaſter, ( becauſe ef our Lord's Body lying 
in the Grave) to be kepe as a yearly Faſt, and. ſo, by k- 
every Sunday tobe a.Feſtival, and kept as a. weekly Sabbach; and:
